I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1  959  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  0 

The  general  health  of  the  population  has  been  satisfactory  and  there 
has  been  no  serious  outbreak  of  illness  of  any  kind.  There  was  however , 
a  food  poisoning  outbreak  fortunately  without  serious  results  in  which  56 
persons  were  affected,  although  only  A  were  notified  officially0 

The  vital  statistics  of  the  district  are  satisfactory  except  that 
the  death  rate  which  17«4  per  1 ,  000  of  the  population  is  appreciably 
above  that  of  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  which  was  11*6.  The  birth 
rate  ms  14«2  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  the  national  rate 
of  16.5.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  28*0  against  the  national  rate 
of  22«0o  The  5  year  average  for  the  district  gave  a  figure  of  22  infant 
deaths  per  1,000  live  births.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths • 

Epidemic  diseases  were  again  principally  measles  and  whooping  cough 
and  there  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis* 

Milk  supplies  were  satisfactory  but  it  should  be  emphasised  that 
heat  treated  milk  is  the  only  milk  which  can  be  guaranteed  to  be  free 
from  disease  producing  organisms*  It  is  true  that  tuberculin  tested 
milk  is  free  from  tuberculosis  germs  but  from  time  to  time  there  are  other 
disease  producing  organisms  liable  to  be  present 0 

The  long  dry  spring  and  summer  caused  a  shortage  of  water  and  from 
time  to  time  the  pressure  in  the  mains  fell  to  zero,  as  a  result  a  number 
of  samples  were  unsatisfactory* 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  6  and  there 
were  3  deaths*  There  were  no  no n™ pulmonary  tuberculosis  cases  reported 
and  this  is  clear  evidence  of  the  benefits  of  the  safe  milk  scheme 0 

The  recording  apparatus  which  has  been  installed  in  the  Health 
Department  shows  that  a  major  factor  in  a  smoky  atmosphere  is  the  domestic 
fire*  Although  no  smoke  control  schemes  have  yet  been  commenced, 
householders  are  requested  to  use  smokeless  fuels  wherever  possible* 

Smoke  causes  most  trouble  when  the  atmosphere  is  still,  particularly  in 
periods  of  cold  weather  when  there  may  be  dmm  draught;. 

The  5  year  period  for  the  housing  clearance  programme  will  shortly 
be  completed  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  number  of  houses  dealt 
with  is  very  nearly  the  number  which  it  was  estimated  would  be  repreBenfe hd » 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  and  the  staff  for  their 
help  and  assistance  during  the  year*

Epidemic  disease  was  mainly  due  to  measles  and  whooping  cough  and 
there  was  one  male  death  .from  a  food  poisoning  organism  the  source  of 
which  was  not  found  Q 

Milk  and  water  supplies  gave  satisfactory  results  except  for  a 
temporary  period  of  reduced  supplies  due  to  drought  conditions 

Efforts  have  been  continued  to  reduce  industrial  snoke  pollution 
and  propaganda  is  being  carried  out  to  induce  householders  to  reduce 
pollution  from  domestic  fires 0 


Improvement  grants  whereby  a  maximum  of  half  the  cost  may. fee  provided 
by  the  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  were 
approved  in  $2  cases 0

Welfare  Services 0 

The  following  matters  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Borough  Council §=> 
control  of  infectious  disease,  provision  of  suitable  water  supplies, 
control  of  cleansing  and  disposal  of  refuse,  inspection  of  all  food  and 
food  preparing  premises  including  the  inspection  of  all  meat  carcases  at 
private  slaughterhouses,  sampling  of  food  stuffs  (milk,  ice  cream,  etc0  ) 
for  bacteriological  examination,  sanitary  accommodation  to  houses, 
factories,  shops  and  other  premises,  inspection  of  houses  with  regard  to 
fitness  for  human  habitation,  statutory  nuisances,  rodent  control, 
offensive  trades,  smoke  abatement  and  many  other  matters  concerned  with 
environmental  health  0 

Hospital  facilities  are  now  under  the  Regional  Board  and  Management 
Committees  and  patients  are  admitted  without  regard  to  local  boundaries 0 

The  examination  of  pathological  specimens  and  milk  and  water  samples 
is  undertaken,  without  charge,  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Monsall 
Hospital,  Manchester*

TUBERCULOSIS 

There  were  six  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  and  no 
new  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Enquiries  are  made  in  every 
case  about  the  source  of  infection  and  family  and  other  close  contacts 
of  the  patient  are  examined « 

During  the  year  nine  new  cases  and  28  contacts  of  these  cases  were 
visited.  In  addition,  876  re-visits  were  paid  to  existing  cases  and  77 
re-visits  to  contacts  of  these  cases .  Where  desirable ^  Sanatorium  or 
Hospital  treatment  is  arranged  for  after  consultation  between  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer  and  the  Medical  Practitioners  concerned* 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  1  82  cases  of  tuberculosis 
on  the  register*  Six  cases  were  added  and  three  cases  taken  off  the 
register s  leaving  a  total  of  185  cases  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the 
year*  The  following  table  gives  an  analysis  of  the  cases  on  the  register

The  abnormal  drought  experienced  during  the  summer  caused  severe 
restrictions  to  be  placed  on  the  use  of  the  public  water  supply ,  and 
for  some  time  there  was  great  concern  felt  over  the  necessity  to  lower 
standards  of  hygiene  by  injunctions  to  restrict  the  flushing  of  W0Gs0* 
avoidance  of  baths  and  reductions  in  the  standards  of  clothes  washing 
etcetera 0  It  appeared  most  likely  at  one  time  that  the  supply  through 
the  taps  would  fail  completely  and  the  distribution  of  water  from  stand 
pipes  would  have  been  so  limited  that  the  drainage  systems  may  have  been 
severely  affected  and  very  primitive  sanitary  conditions  prevail ed0  From 
an  early  stage  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  Public  Health  Inspectors 
associated  with  the  authorities  served  by  the  Irwall  Valley  Water  Board 
regularly  met  the  Board  is  Engineer  to  keep  abreast  of  developments  and 
from  the  outset  the  restrictions  Imposed  were  based  on  health  considerat ions  * 
These  meetings  were  of  mutual  benefit  and  no  serious  adverse  environmental 
health  conditions  arose®  One  might  have  reasonably  expected  some  increase 
in  the  number  of  complaints  of  blocked  drains  etcetera*  but  this  in  fact 
did  not  prevail^  although  particular  attention  was  given  by  the  Department 
to  drainage  systems  which  in  the  past  have  been  known  to  be  troublesome® 

One  repercussion  of  the  drought  was  the  number  of  rodent  complaints 
mainly  arising  from  the  river  banks®  Treatment  work  on  the  river  banks 
was  intensified  and  the  estimated  kill  of  over  3^000  rats*  justified  the 
action  and  probably  prevented  a  more  widespread  invasion  of  rats  in  the 
Borough o  One  does  seriously  hope  that  such  critical  conditions  will  not 
arise  again  despite  our  desires  for  good  summer  weather  conditions*  and 
certainly  every  effort  should  be  made  to  increase  sources  of  public  water 
supply o  Although  some  people  deplore  the  fact  that  in  recent  years  they 
had  been  compelled  to  convert  from  private  to  public  mains  supply*  I  do 
not  think,  the  Committee  should  ever  doubt  the  wisdom  of  their  policy  in 
this  matter®  One  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  the  condemned 
private  water  supplies  considerably  failed  to  meet  the  bacteriological, 
standards  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  for  satisfactory  water  supplies* 

Many  of  the  supplies  failed  in  times  of  low  rainfall  and  there  is  no  doubt 
in  many  areas  householders  would  have  been  compelled  to  carry  water  for 
many  weeks  from  stand  pipes  and  static  tanks  connected  to  the  public 
supply o 


Satisfactory  progress  was  made  with  the  slum  clearance  programme,  the 
details  of  which  are  given  in  the  text  of  the  report®  86  houses  were 
represented  in  Clearance  Areas  or  as  Individual  Unfit  Houses,  whilst  the 
Ministry  gave  confirmation  to  the  64  houses  in  the  four  Lower  Cloughfold 
Clearance  Orders®  Despite  the  fact  that  a  two  year  cessation  of  house 
building  affected  the  progress  rate  of  the  first  five  year  programme, 
some  of  the  leeway  has  been  im.de  up®  The  number  of  houses  originally 
planned  to  be  represented  by  the  end  of  1  959  was  440,  the  actual  figure 
being  realised  was  573  and  it  is  expected  that  the  i960  proposals  will 
enable  the  programme  number  to  be  fulfilled  although  there  has  of 
necessity  been  some  adjustment  in  the  areas  ooncerned0  It  should  be 
possible  in  1  960  to  submit  to  the  Ministry  a  second  five  year  slum 
clearance  programme  which,  if  pursued  like  the  first  phase,  will  mean 
that  1,000  unfit  houses  will  be  dealt  with  in  the  10  year  periodQ  Already 
it  is  possible  to  discern  an  improvement  in  the  housing  standards  as  more 
and  more  of  the  urgent  bad  housing  conditions  are  removed  and  an  ever 
increasing  number  of  houses  are  improved  by  the  assistance  of  improvement 
or  standard  grants® 

.Although  Rawtenstall  has  not  been  to  date  included  in  the  so  called 
"Black  Areas'5  by  the  Ministry  so  far  as  the  Clean  Air  Act  is  concerned, 
and  therefore  is  not  required  to  submit  their  smoke  control  area  proposals 
at  an  early  date,  the  fact  remains  that  the  level  of  atmospheric  pollution 
cannot  be  regarded  as.  satisfactory®  The  department  has  now  daily  records 
of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  measurements  in  the  centre  of  the  town  and 
the  figures  indicate  that  the  pollution  level  Is  as  high  as  that  obtaining 
In  many  authorities  who  are  included  in  the  bla»ck  areas®  It  is  evident 
from  observations  of  records  taken  over  weekends  and  holiday  periods, 
when  industrial  smoke  pollution  must  be  very  low,  that  the  domestic  coal 
fire  is  responsible  for  an  appreciable  degree  of  atmospheric  pollution 
which  must  be  remembered  is  emitted  at  a  very  low  level 0 

I  again  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my  thanks  to 
members  of  the  Health  and  other  Committees  for  their  encouragement  and 
support,  and  also  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  other  Chief  Officers 
and  their  staffs  for  their  whole-hearted  co-opera  t ion0

With  the  exception  of  78  houses  in  the  Cowpe  district ,  which  are 
supplied  from  mains  provided  and  maintained  by  the  B&cup  Corporation,  the 
public  water  supply  to  8,127  houses  in  the  Borough  is  furnished  by  the 
Irweii  Valley  Water  Board 0  The  remaining  1 ,028  houses  are  supplied  from 
private  sources,  the  water  being  piped  into  the  houses  in  all  but  12 
instances.  Ninety  new  houses  and  thirteen  existing  houses  were  connected 
to  the  public  supply  during  the  yearc 

1o  RJBLIC  SUPPLY 


Upland  surface  reservoirs  at  Clowbridge,  G- reenfold  and  Clough  Bottom, 
all  of  which  are  chlorinated  and  filtered,  provide  the  source  for  the  main 
public  supply.  Owing  to  certain  waters  being  derived  from  peaty  moorlands 
there  is  a  liability  to  plurnbo- solvency  and  the  water  is  lime  treated  to 
overcome  this*  1  30  examinations  for  plumber solvency  were  made  and  found 
to  be  mainly  satisfactory.  The  Water  Board  also  reports  that  satisfactory 
results  were  obtained  from  175  bacteriological  and  40  chemical  examinations 
carried  out  during  the  yearQ 

As  a  further  control  measure  30  samples  of  water  were  sent  by  the 
department  for  bacteriological  examination*,  These  were  mainly  collected 
through  the  period  of  drought  when  anxiety  was  felt  about  the  quality 
of  water  drawn  from  the  almost  empty  reservoirs 0  Increased  chlorination 
in  general  kept  the  supply  satisfactory  although  there  was  some  temporary 
and  slight  lowering  of  the  quality  following  the  first  heavy  rainfalls 
which  appeared  to  throw  undue  strain  on  purification  plant ,  the  intensified 
sampling  enabled  prompt  appropriate  action  to  be  taken*, 

2,  PRIVATE  SUPPLIES 

Briefly,  the  position  at  the  end  of  1  959  was  that  out  of  an  original 
1,896  houses  which  were  served  by  private  supply,  in  areas  where  conversion 
schemes  were  reasonably  practicable,  832  houses  remained  outstanding, 
which  includes  474  houses  connected  to  the  now  chlorinated  private  supply 0 
In  the  event  of  this  supply  maintaining  a  constantly  wholesome  standard 
and  having  regard,  to  houses  scheduled  in  proposed  clearance  areas  the 
balance  of  outstanding  houses  is  528*  All  the  ou standing  large  supplies 
have  now  been  dealt  with  and  the  remaining  properties  are  scattered  over 
a  comparatively  large  number  of  small  supplies*,  Only  thirteen  houses 
on  private  supplies  were  connected  to  the  public  main  supply  during  the 
year.  Owing  to  the  general  water  shortage  the  conversion  schemes  were 
not  pursued  as  in  former  years  *

by  the  Haslingden*  Rawtenstall  and  Bacup  Outfall  Sewage  Board 0  Treatment 
is  by  precipitation  and  f±ltration0 

Eighty-seven  new  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  sewerage  system 
during  the  year  and  this  is  the  total  extent  of  new  work  undertaken®  Three 
hundred  and  five  houses  are  not  connected  to  the  sewerage  system  but  the 
majority  of  these  are  outlying  farms  and  cottages  not  connected  by  reason 
of  their  isolation*. 

There  were  3^3  inspections  made  in  connection  with  drainage  defects 
and  541  complaints  of  blocked  drains  and  closets  were  dealt  with  by  the 
Department  during  the  year®  The  employment  of  a  man  for  the  prompt  release 
of  blocked  drains  provides  a  valuable  service  and  complaints  are  normally 
dealt  with  within  21+  hours  of  receipt 0 

REVERB  AM)  STREAMS 

The  Rivers  Irweil,  Limy  Water  and  Whitewall  Brook  are  polluted  by 
industrial  premises  in  the  area  and  improvement  in  this  matter  is  one  of 
the  chief  sanitary  requirements  in  this  district*  although  in  recent  years 
the  last  mentioned  stream  has  been  appreciably  improved  and  fishing  takes 
place  over  an  appreciable  length0 

The  most  offensive  section  of  river  is  the  Limy  Water  with  an 

estimated  dry  weather  flow  of  no  more  than  million  gallons  per  day0 
When  it  is  considered  that  the  daily  effluent  from  the  two  largest  works 
on  the  banks  is  2  million  gallons  it  can  be  seen  that  the  stream  is 
practically  made  up  of  trade  waste  during  periods  of  drought *  Work  was  in 
progress  at  the  end  of  the  year  at  both  these  works  to  improve  the  quality 
of  the  effluents  'but  improvement,  to  river  conditions  reimins  one  of  the 
towns  most  urgent  sanitary  requirement sQ 
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The  responsible  authority  for  dealing  with  pollution  is  the  Mersey 
River  Board  with  whom  contact  yms  made  on  a  number  of  occasions  during 
the  year  regarding  abnormal  pollutions,  and  the  fullest  co-operation  was 
obtained  from  the  officers  concerned.  The  area  of  the  Board  is  based  on 
the  natural  drainage  areas  of  rivers  and  streams  which  ultimately  feed 
the  River  Mersey,

Satisfactory  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  converting  or  abolishing 
the  insanitary  waste  water  closet  which  for  so  long  has  been  a  feature  of 
the  town’s  sanitary  accommodation.  The  figures  for  1 959  are  the  highest 
‘achieved  since  the  Council  gave  financial  assistance*  229  conversions 
were  carried  out,  110  through  the  department 3  s  scheme  of  contribution 
whereby  £10  is  granted  for  each  waste  water  closet  converted  and  119  by 
way  of  improvement  or  standard  grant  sG  There  still  remains  however, 

2,000  waste  water  closets  in  existence  in  the  town  although  many  of  these 
are  associated  with  property  which  will  ultimately  be  demolished*  A 
survey  is  at  present  under  progress  to  ascertain  the  number  remaining  at 
property  which  has  a  reasonable  life*  One  would  like  to  see  a  drive  to 
remove  all  this  type  of  accommodation  with  statutory  enforcement  if 
necessary,  on  similar  lines  to  that  applied  to  the  conversion  of  private 
water  supply  schemes* 

Since  the  department’s  scheme  was  instituted  in  May,  1952,  applications 
have  been  approved  for  the  conversion  of  4-0  pail  closets  and  918  waste 
water  closets,  Grants  approved  total  £795  14s  lOd  in  respect  of  pails  and 
£8,730  7s  6d  in  respect  of  waste  water  closets* 

There  still  remains  27 6  pail  closets  in  the  Borough,  1 63  of  which 
are  emptied  by  the  department  by  a  weekly  collection,  the  remaining  113 
pails  are  situated  at  farms  too  remote  and  inaccessible  for  emptying 
purposes.  Only  some  10  pails  are  within  100  ft.  of  the  sewer  and  therefore 
convertible  by  enforcement  under  Section  47  (4)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,' 

1  936®  At  the  end  of  the  year  owners  of  these  properties  had  signified 
their  willingness  to  convert  and  in  most  cases  contractors  were  authorised 
to  proceed,  A  conversion  scheme  involving  the  installation  of  a  septic 
tank  and  filter  for  9  houses  was  prepared  by  the  department  for  the  owners 
and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  completed  in  I960*  Sewer  extensions  in 
this  case  would  be  very  very  costly  but  the  property  is  of  such  reasonable 
standard  apart  from  the  sanitary  accommodation  that  it  is  considered  that 
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this  improvement  will  provide  the  houses  with  a  more  acceptable  standard 
of  accommodation,,  Several  owners  of  other  properties  outside  the  100  ft0 
distance  from  the  sewer  were  carrying  out  pail  conversions  by  way  of 
improvement  grants*  It  appears  that  some  5$  pails  will  ultimately  be 
abolished  under  clearance  schemes  but  it  does  appear  that  their  will  be 
some  80  to  90  pails  not  easy  of  solution  and  likely  to  require  emptying 
by  the  department  for  some  years  to  come*

ATMOSHffiRIC  POLLUTION 


The  potential  level  of  industrial  pollution  and  the  effect  of  recent 
improvements  can  be  to  some  extent  assessed  from  the  following  details  of 
plant  in  the  Borough  consuming  more  than  1  ton  of  fuel  per  week.  Plants 
are  classified  into  two  main  sections  based  on  their  steam  utilisation 
demands  i0e*  whether  steam  is  being  generated  for  (a)  power  and/or  process 
work  and  heating*  (b)  heating  only0  The  majority  of  the  latter  plants 
only  require  steam  in  winter  time  and  generally  are  not  by  their  steam 
demand  the  potential  smoke  producers  as  the  larger  plants  and  apart  from 
a  few  exceptions  give  rise  to  little  complaint.

The  principal  improvements  carried  out  under  the  Clean  Air  Act  have 
been  mainly  in  connection  with  methods  of  firings  particularly  at  the 
larger  plants  in  the  Borough «  In  all*  1 4  boilers  originally  burning  441 
tons  of  coal  per  week  during  their  peak  periods  have  been  appreciably 
ixsptoved  so  far  as  their  smoke  emissions  are  cone  erne  d0  Compliance  with 
the  Regulations  governing  smoke  emission  is  considered  to  be  difficult 
in  the  case  of  hand  fired  boilers  particularly  those  with  an  appreciable 
steam  demand*  and  it  is  considered  that  the  main  outstanding  problem  is 
likely  to  be  in  connection  with  the  10  boilers  indicated  in  Table  3  abovee 
In  addition  certain  of  the  sprinkler  type  mechanical  stokers  do  not 
constantly  give  the  same  good  results  as  the  other  types*  whilst  a  small 
number  of  boilers  providing  steam  for  heating  purposes  only,  could  be 
improved o  At  the  end  of  the  year  a  number  of  industrial  firms  were 
contemplating  carrying  out  further  improvements®  The  following  table  gives 
the  results  of  smoke  observations  undertaken  during  the  year®  In  addition 
76  visits  were  made  to  industrial  firms  in  connection  with  their  plant®

The  authority  is  a  member  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North  Cheshire 
Consultative  Committee  for  the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution® 

There  are  26  local  authorities  participating  in  this  scheme,  who  operate 
8  deposit  gauges*  53  lead  peroxide  instruments  and  12  volumetric  smoke  and 
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sulphur  dioxide  recorders.  Some  of  the  instruments  are  owned  by  the  local 
authority  as  distinct  from  the  scheme  but  it  is  anticipated  that  in  i960 
all  instruments  will  come  within  the  scheme  and  there  will  be  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  number  of  volumetric  instruments  operated  and  a  reduction 
in  the  number  of  lead  peroxide  instrument s0  During  1959  Rawt en stall  had 
2  lead  peroxide  instruments  and  1  volumetric  instrument  in  operation.  The 
latter  situated  in  the  Department '  s  office  in  the  town  centre  provided 
daily  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  reading sc  In  conjunction  with  these 
readings  certain  met eoroligical  information  was  recorded  and  the  resultant 
analysis  provided  very  useful  information  vizs~

The  monthly  cycle  of  pollution  corresponds  to  the  amount  of  fuel  burnt 
which  is  of  course  dependent  on  the  temperature  out  of  doors ^  the  denser 
pollution  being  associated  with  colder  weather0  Other  met eoroligical 
conditions  which  it  was  possible  to  demonstrate  influenced  degrees  of 
pollution  were  the  kind  of  weather 9  the  wind  direction  and  the  wind  velocity* 
There  were  8  days  when  fog  was  recorded  and  on  these  days  the  smoke 
concentration  was  nearly  4  times  the  monthly  average*,  Despite  the 
year’s  good  weather  rain  in  excess  of  o04f!  a  day  fell  on  11 6  days  and 
generally  the  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  readings  were  lower  on  these  days5 
rain  apparently  cleaning  the  air* 
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There  seems  little  doubt  that  the  south  west  wind  is  the  prevailing 
wind  as  this  occurred  on  110  days  of  the  year,  although  the  smoke 
concentration  during  these  days  averaged  somewhat  less  than  the  34  days 
attributed  to  the  east  wind*  The  appreciable  preponderance  of  the  south 
westerly  wind  coupled  with  the  degree  of  pollution  from  that  quarter 
confirmed  the  belief  that  smoke  control  areas  should  be  set  up  in  the 
first  instance  in  that  part  of  the  town.  So  far  as  wind  velocity  is 
concerned  levels  of  .smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  concentrations  lessened  as 
wind  velocities  increased,  although  this  may  be  strictly  attributed  to 

increased  turbul ence  which  often  accompanies  increase  of  wind*

Again  the  monthly  variations  may  be  noticed  between  winter  and 

summer  periods  these  closely  follow  the  variations  recorded  by  the 
volumetric  apparatus.  The  higher  readings  obtained  from  the  more  rurally 
sited  Bean  Lane  instrument  further  underlines  the  fact  that  atmospheric 
pollution  knows  no  boundaries  and  shows  the  extent  of  drift*

A  considerable  number  of  complaints  was  received  during  the  dry 
summer  months  of  increased  rat  activity  on  the  banks  of  the  River  Irwell  9 
and  its  tributaries  Liny  Water  and  WhiteweXl  Brook*  The  following  table

In  accordance  with  Section  110  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937$  notifications 
on  the  August  list  were  received  from  seven  factory  occupiers  in  the  Borough

HJBLIC  CLEANSING- 


A  regular  weekly  service  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  except 
after  holiday  periods,  by  the  operation  of  two  16/18  Cubic  yard  vehicles 
and  one  7  Cubic  yard  vehicle 0  The  average  length  of  haul  to  the  tip  for 
the  large  vehicles  is  2-g-  miles  as  against  1;$  miles  for  the  smaller  vehicle. 

9794  bins  are  collected  weekly  by  the  three  teams  giving  a 
performance  of  122  bins  per  man  per  day,  the  fourth  7  Cubic  yard  freighter 
is  engaged  mainly  on  salvage  collection* 
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REMISE  STORAGE 


Refuse  storage  arrangements  ares  on  the  -whole ,  maintained  by  property 
owners  in  a  satisfactory  condition*  With  very  few  exceptions  they  respond 
readily  to  informal  notice  from  the  Department  and  request  us  to  supply 
renewals ,  During  the  year  486  dust  bins  were  supplied  by  the  Department, 
Generally.,  therefore*  the  bins  throughout  the  town  are  of  standard  type* 
mainly  of  the  24?  cu0  ft*  B.S,S.  pattern*  Refuse  is  collected  from  9*712 
premises*  The  worst  feature  of  the  storage  accommodation  is  in  connection 
with  certain  types  of  back-to-back  houses  where  communal  bin  stores  and 
sharing  of  dustbins  is  an  unsatisfactory  feature* 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  survey  was  commenced  to  ascertain  the 
condition  and  sufficiency  of  dustbins  in  the  Borough,  This  is  being 
carried  out  so  that  a  report  may  be  submitted  on  the  question  of  dustbin 
provision* 

REMISE  DISPOSAL 

The  operation  of  a  Hydraulic  Loading  Shovel  continued  to  give  every 
satisfactory  and  enabled  controlled  tipping  to  be  carried  on  in  the  truest 
sense*  The  shovel  acting  as  a  dozer  levels  the  tipped  refuse*  consolidates 
and  go  vers  adequately  by  utilizing  the  material  from  the  old  tip*  The 
old  tipped  material  forms  an  effective  covering  material,  the  refuse 
having  broken  down  into  an  innocuous  ash  like  material.  No  refuse  is 
exposed  longer  than  24  hours  and  there  is  complete  coverage  of  the  tip 
for  each  week-end*  Despite  the  hot  summer  flies  were  not  seen  and  it 
was  found  unnecessary  to  use  insecticidal  sprays  for  this  purpose  although 
they  were  occasionally  used  to  control  crickets*  This  effective  and 
prompt  sealing  reduced  the  risk  of  rat  infestation  and  although  six  check 
treatments  were  given  during  the  year  only  minor  infestations  were  revealed.

The  total  of  373  represented  houses  compares  with  the  figure  of  140 
houses  originally  planned®  It  is  expected  that  by  the  end  of  19^0^  the 
last  year  of  the  first  five  year  programme ,  the  gap  will  have  been 
appreciably  shortened  and  it  will  be  possible  to  consider  the  second  five 
year  plan.  The  actual  demolition  of  the  houses  is  behind  schedule  mainly 
due  to  outstanding  re-housing  being  required  from  some  of  the  older  areas 
where  single  person  flats  are  requireda  The  current  building  programme 
is  dealing  with  this  and  demolition  work  should  be  able  to  be  accelerated 
when  the  special  type  dwellings  are  erect edG 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  start  was  made  on  the  detailed 
inspection  of  the  Newchurch  Area  and  it  is  anticipated  that  well  over  100 
houses  will  be  ultimately  represented.  Subject  to  the  confirmation  by 
the  Ministry  of  the  relevant  Orders  this  scheme  will  render  it  possible 
to  re-develop  a  considerable  part  of  the  old  village  of  Newchurch® 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  608  applicants  for  Council  houses^ 
of  which  295  were  included  in  the  first  priority  list  on  the  qualifying 
grounds  prescribed  by  the  Housing  Committee®  Census  figures  taken  of 
people  living  in  houses  included  in  the  first  five  year  plan  reveal 
that  there  is  a  high  percentage  of  elderly  people  who  will  require  either 
single  persons  flats  or  aged  persons  bungalows® 

Fourteen  cases  of  overcrowding  occurring  in  Council  houses  were 
relieved  during  the  year® 

The  house  building  programme  has  been  integrated  with  the  proposed 
clearance  programme ,  to  make  provision  for  the  rehousing  of  the 
displaced  families  in  the  vicinity  of  their  present  locality®  Schemes 
for  the  erection  of  1  27  houses  were  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year®

MILK  SUPPLY 

The  supervision  of  milk  production  on  farms  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Ministry  of  Igriculture^  Fisheries  and  Food,  Local  authorities 
are  still  responsible  for  many  important  duties  connected  with  milk 
distribution,  including  the  sampling  of  milk  after  it  leaves  the  farm. 
They  also  possess  the  powers  for  prevention  of  infection  of  milk,  and 
duties  in  connection  with  water  supply,  sewage  disposal  and  housing  at 
farm  and  dairy  premises.

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  tuberculous  milks  were  found,  a 
far  more  satisfactory  state  than  applied  a  few  years  ago*  As  reported 
last  year,  Rawten stall  is  now  in  a  H  specified  area”  and  only  the  sale  of 
designation  milks  is  permitted  i«e*  Pasteurised,  Sterilised  and  Tuberculin 
Test ed. 

The  bacteriological  examinations  of  heat  treated  milk  samples 
indicated  that  the  milks  had  been  satisfactorily  processed  ard.  no  adverse 
reports  were  given*  So  far  as  the  tuberculin  tested  milk  samples  are 
concerned,  in  addition  to  the  biological  test  being  carried  out  to 
ascertain  their  freedom  or  otherwise  from  the  tubercle  bacillus  they  are 
subject  to  the  methylene  blue  test  which  gives  an  indication  of  the 
keeping  quality  of  the  milk*  Six  out  of  the  forty  samples  submitted 
failed  to  pass  the  test*  All  unsatisfactory  samples  are  reported  on  to 
the  Milk  Production  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food* 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 

The  carcases  and  organs  of  all  animals  slaughtered  in  the  four 
private  slaughterhouses  v/ere  inspected  prior  to  release  for  human 
consumption*  In  order  to  maintain  this  system  of  inspection,  work 
outside  normal  working  hours,  including  Sundays,  was  necessitated0 

All  meat  and  offal  is,  immediately  after  condemnation,  collected  by 
the  Department,  stained  with  green  dye  and  later  sold  for  manufacture  into 
feeding  meals  and  fertilisers*  The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  meat 
are  credited  to  the  butcher  suffering  loss  whilst  income  from  the  sale  of 
offal  defrays  the  Corporation®  s  handling  charges*  This  system  has  worked 
satisfactorily  and  ensures  proper  control  and  satisfactory  disposal  of 
diseased  meat  and  offals* 

It  would  appear  that  the  occupiers  of  all  four  slaughterhouses  now 
in  regular  use  wish  to  continue  and.  are  willing  to  bring  their  premises 
up  to  the  new  standards*  In  three  cases  this  will  mean  appreciable 
reconstruction  and  suggested  lay  outs  of  the  new  arrangements  were  prepared 
by  the  Department  for  the  consideration  of  the  butchers  concerned*  These 
were  accepted  to  a  substantial  degree  and  once  the  necessary  planning 
approval  has  been  received  it  should  be  possible  to  submit  the  Slaughterhouse 
Reports  to  the  Ministry  in  I960  as  required*
